I'he three of us, “Curly,” “Happy" |
phd mysolf, were standing at the eor-
per of “Yankee avente” and “Yiddish
streat,” walting for the word “Stnnd
to,” upon which we were to mount our
ma~hine gun on the parapot and go on
wateh for two hours with our heads |
sticking over the top. I.

“Yunkee avenue™ was the name nr|
the fire trench, while “Yiddish street™
wns the communlention trench lending
to the rear, We were occoupying “Y"
yector of the front lne of our brignde,

Ihe trench was muddy, and Tn gume |
places a thin crust of iee was begin- |
ning to form around the edges of the
puddles,

Weo had wrapped our feet and legs
with empty sand bags, and looked ke
snow shovelers on Fifth avenue, Ay
tocth were chattering with the cold, |
Happy was slapping his hands on bis
thighs, while Curly had unbuttoned
one of the buttons on his overcost, |
and with his left hand wns desporately |
trylng to rench under his right nrmplt |
—no doubt a “cootle” had gone mar- |
keting for Its Christmas dinoer, |

Then eame the unwelcome “Stand
to,” and It was up on the firestep for
us, to get our gun mounted. This took |

At Inst Ballor Bil announced that
Christmus dinner was ready and we
lost no time In getting to our respece
tive packs, sitting around In a «clrele.
Smith wus the only absentes, and hia
parcels and Jetters, still unopened,
were on his pack, Fle was now a half
hour averdus,

Sailor Bill, poting our engorness to
begin, held up his hand and sald:

Doast I That One Must Go to New
Mexice te Find the Real
"~ Ameriean Art

The new museum of 8anta Fe clalms
that “one must go to New Mexleo 16
find an American architecture and an
Ameriean art.” The terruced houses
of the Pueblos, the Franciscad nls-
wlons, nte Ingenlous, for they have
heen produeed by the environment, the
native bullding mnterial, and the cll-
mate.  In Santy Fe, through the ef.
ports of the School of Amerlean Re-
search, there has been fostered & Fen-
alesunce of this anclent American
architeoture, one of the fairest results
belng the Mussum bullding, or Tem-
ple of 8t. Francis and the Martyrs.

Six of the anclent Franciscan mis-
slon churches, 800 yemrs old, are re-
produced In tha facade, without de-
stroying the unity of Ith sppearance ;
they are Acoma, San Fallpe, Cochtl,
Laguna, Santa Ana and Pecos. The
outlines are hard, stiff plumb lines or
lovels, ‘There are no exact repetitions
or paralleliams, such as mark tha
Californin mission style, The mam
sive doorn of Bantn Clara hnve been
reproduced.
